SOJOURNING  AND  PATHSETTING 

We  are  in  the  season  of  Lent,  and  this  means  we,  as  disciples  of  Jesus  are  to  be 
reflecting  on  Jesus'  call  for  us  to  follow  Hinri.  This  is  far  more  than  just  our  sense 
of  knowing  Jesus  as  the  One  who  died  for  our  sins,  but  involves  a  whole  life 
response  to  Jesus  as  the  One  we  have  given  ourselves  to  completely  and 
irrevocably.  This  is  what  Jesus  is  asking  for  when  He  states  in  Mathew  16:24-25. 

If  anyone  would  come  after  me,  he  must  deny  himself  and  take  up  his 
cross  and  follow  me.  For  whoever  wants  to  save  his  life  will  lose  it,  but 
whoever  loses  his  life  for  me  will  find  it. 

It  is  very  important  that  we  catch  the  invitational  nature  of  these  words.  Jesus 
starts  with  the  qualifier  "if."  If  we  would  follow  —  it  is  our  decision,  it  is  our 
choice!  But  if  we  do  choose  to  follow,  then  the  command  applies  to  us:  "he  must 
deny  himself  and  take  up  his  cross."  No  one  has  to  follow,  but  if  we  do,  Jesus 
has  made  it  clear  that  our  lives  will  no  longer  be  our  own,  and  we  will  face 
sacrifice  and  difficulties  that  only  come  with  following  Jesus. 

So,  why  would  anyone  want  to  follow  Jesus?  First,  because  we  get  to  follow 
Jesus,  who  is  God  with  us  and  the  One  who  we  love  because  He  reveals  to  us 
God's  love.  And  second  reason  is  because  we  will  "find"  our  lives,  our  true 
selves,  our  true  lives.  All  other  paths  lead  to  a  false  sense  of  who  we  really  are 
and  an  illusion  of  what  life  is.  Only  in  following  Jesus  to  we  discover  the  truth  of 
life  and  ourselves,  and  experience  this  truth  as  something  wonderful  and 
worthwhile. 

Our  aspirations  and  hopes  as  human  beings  do  not  come  in  being  self-made 
people  who  have  accomplished  great  deeds  or  accumulated  self-protecting 
power.  Rather  they  are  fulfilled  only  through  "denying  ourselves"  and  "taking  up 
our  cross."  Here  Jesus  shares  with  us  His  own  challenging  journey  of  love  and 
hope,  which  is  to  give  ourselves  for  others  regardless  of  the  costs,  and  to  be 
dedicated  to  a  purpose  that  is  given  only  through  knowing  God. 

As  we  all  sojourn  in  the  season  of  Lent,  let's  all  remember  the  great  invitation  we 
have  been  given  —  to  follow  Jesus.  And  let  us  focus  on  the  truth  we  will  live  and 
experience  as  His  disciples,  regardless  of  whatever  difficulties  this  may  mean  for 
us.  Everyone  must  face  trials  and  tribulations  in  their  lives.  The  difference  is 
only  in  whether  our  trials  are  part  of  a  meaningful  course  of  hope  that  brings 
God's  love  and  grace  to  ourselves  and  others,  or  simply  a  series  of  unfortunate 
events.  In  Christ,  everything  in  our  lives  will  be  part  of  path  set  by  God,  and  will 
be  part  of  a  wonderful  design  used  by  God  to  show  forth  God's  love  and  grace  in 
Jesus  Christ.

Daylight  Saving  Time  rules  have  CHANGED  beginning  in  the  year  2007/ 

starting  in  2007,  Daylight  Saving  Time  (DST)  begins  each  year  at  2:00  a.m.  (local  time)  on  the  second  Sunday  in  March  in 
most  of  the  United  States  and  its  territories.  Clocks  must  be  moved  ahead  one  hour  when  DST  goes  into  effect.  DST  is 
not  observed  in  Hawaii,  American  Samoa,  Guam,  Puerto  Rico,  the  Virgin  Islands  and  the  state  of  Arizona  (with  the 
exception  of  the  Navajo  Indian  Reservation,  which  does  observe  DST). 

Standard  Time  begins  each  year  at  2:00  a.m.  (local  time)  on  the  first  Sunday  of  November.  Move  your  clocks  back  one 
hour  at  the  resumption  of  Standard  Time. 

In  2007,  DST  begins  at  2:00  a.m.  (local  time)  on  March  1 1 ,  2007. 

In  2007,  DST  ends  at  2:00  a.m.  (local  time)  on  November  4,  2007. 

The  current  Daylight  Saving  Time  rules  represent  a  change  from  the  past.  On  August  8,  2005,  President  Bush  signed  the 
Energy  Policy  Act  of  2005,  which  included  the  changes  in  Daylight  Saving  Time  described  above,  effective  March  1 ,  2007. 
Prior  to  2007,  DST  began  at  2:00  a.m.  (local  time)  on  the  first  Sunday  in  April,  and  ended  at  2:00  a.m.  (local  time)  on  the 
last  Sunday  in  October.  The  new  rules  for  DST  beginning  in  2007  means  an  extra  four  or  five  weeks  of  DST  each  year. 
There  will  now  be  a  total  of  238  days  of  DST,  compared  to  a  total  of  210  days  of  DST  in  2006  under  the  previous  rules. 
Daylight  Saving  Time  and  time  zones  are  regulated  by  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Transportation,  and  not  by  NIST. 

NIST  radio  broadcasts  from  station  WWVB  automatically  synchronize  many  millions  of  consumer  electronic  products  to 
NIST  time,  including  wall  clocks,  watches,  clock  radios,  and  other  timekeeping  devices.  These  NIST  radio  broadcast 
includes  information  on  whether  or  not  DST  is  in  effect,  so  these  timekeeping  products  automatically  correct  for  DST  at 
the  proper  day  and  time. 

If  you  have  a  computer  (Windows  and  Mac  OS)  you  will  need  to  get  an  update  for  the  Daylight  Saving  Rule  change.

Linn  County  Zero  Poverty  Project 

For  the  past  14  months,  Churches  United,  the  Inter-Religious  Council  of  Linn  County  and  the 
Ecumenical  Community  Center  Foundation  have  been  working  collaboratively  on  the  Linn 
County  ZeroPoverty  Project. 

We  know,  based  on  the  rising  costs  of  basic  needs,  a  more  competitive  job  market  and  the 
number  of  service  agencies  and  churches  receiving  an  increased  number  of  calls  for  emergency 
assistance,  that  we  cannot  continue  to  approach  poverty  in  our  community  in  the  same  way, 
trying  to  catch  everyone  in  the  emergency  nets  of  public  assistance.  While  we  continue  to  serve 
the  poor  with  emergency  financial  assistance  for  rent  and  heat  and  meal  sites,  we  must  get 
intentional  about  getting  people  out  of  poverty,  instead  of  simply  managing  the  effects  and 
symptoms  of  poverty. 

What  is  the  role  of  the  faith  community  in  all  this?  The  Zero  Poverty  Project  is  inviting  the  faith 
community  to  lead  the  way  in  the  effort  to  connect  and  re-connect  one  another  through  an 
upcoming  Circles  Initiative.  Through  training  and  screening,  we  will  match  5  families  with  five 
groups  of  volunteer  community  allies  for  a  12-18  month  period  to  navigate  together,  the  road  out 
of  poverty.  It  is  easy  to  develop  relationships  within  your  own  economic  class  but  it  is  quite  a 
different  thing  to  develop  relationships  across  class  lines  with  people  who  may  hold  different 
values.  But  this  is  what  it  takes  to  break  the  isolation  of  poverty.  Circles  systematically  support 
people  to  have  enough  money,  meaning,  friends  and  other  resources  and  at  the  same  time 
uncover  all  barriers  to  leaving  poverty. 

The  financial  costs  of  poverty  to  the  community  are  enormous.  There  will  never  be  enough 
public  resources,  great  ideas,  and  support  to  substantially  reduce  poverty.  This  is  an  invitation 
to  join  other  community  members  in  bringing  the  best  of  what  we  have  to  offer  with  the  best  in 
what  government  and  social  service  agencies  can  provide.

We  are  temporarily  staying  in  the  apart- 
ment next  to  the  Defever  family  while  we  look  for  a  "flat."  The  people  have  been  friendly 
and  we  are  very  motivated  to  learn  more  Polish.  We  are  also  thankful  for  the  time  we  did 
spend  learning  some  Polish  in  the  States. 

The  Defevers  (missionary  mentors)  are  teaching  us  how  to  survive  in  another  culture.  We 
went  to  the  store  all  by  ourselves  and  bought  popcorn.  I  was  happy  to  see  food  cans  with 
pictures  even  If  I  couldn't  read  the  labels.  We  are  working  on  getting  our  body  rhythms 
in  sync  with  this  time  zone.  We  are  seven  hours  ahead  of  the  Central  Time  Zone

After  a  year  and 
a  half  of  paperwork  and  traveling  all  around  the  \J,S,  and 
Venezuela  to  obtain  it,  I  now  have  dual  citizenship!  This 
means  that  I  no  longer  have  to  renew  my  visa  every  three 
months  and  that  I  can  continue  my  work  as  a  missionary, 
regardless  of  what  this  unpredictable  government  does! 


Yanina  and  Deivi,  fulhtime  missionaries  with  Vida  Estudi- 
antil,  wed  on  December  2nd,  Both  of  them  had  accepted 
Christ  as  University  students  through  the  ministry  several 
years  ago.  Now  they  are  serving  the  Lord  together  as  Vida 
Estudiantil  staff  on  the  team  in  San  Cristobal,  Venezuela. 
Pray  that  God  would  bless  their  marriage  and  ministry! 


The  holidays  were  unique  this  year,  as  I  spent  them  with 
other  missionaries  who  were  far  away  from  "home!"  We 
had  a  traditional  Thanksgiving  dinner,  a  team  gift  ex- 
change  for  Christmas,  and  I  rang  in  the  New  Year  at  the 
home  of  a  Venezuelan  friend.

Hi  All, 

Diane  and  I  do  not  watch  a  lot  of  television  each  week.  Because  of  this  we  do 
not  have  cable  or  satellite  TV.  There  are  however  a  few  shows  that  we  like  to 
watch  each  week.  Because  of  our  busy  schedules  we  usually  tape  them  and 
watch  them  when  we  get  a  chance.  This  past  week  our  chance  to  watch  those 
shows  was  on  Saturday.  Halfway  through  the  first  show  the  power  went  out  just 
as  it  was  getting  good.  We  sat  for  a  little  while  hoping  that  the  electricity  would 
come  back  on.  The  longer  we  waited,  the  more  we  realized  that  it  was  not  going 
to  come  back  on  anytime  soon.  Finally  we  went  upstairs  got  a  flashlight  and 
some  candles  and  then  headed  back  downstairs  to  play  some  games  starting 
with  UNO.  It  is  amazing  how  close  together  blue  and  green  are  with  just  candles 
providing  the  light.  Yahtzee  and  Mancala  were  much  easier. 


It  was  eerie  after  that.  Even  if  the  TV  and  radio  are  off  there  are  still  the  noises 
that  houses  make.  The  furnace  running,  the  water  heater  keeping  the  water  hot.  The  only  thing  that  we  could  here 
was  the  wind  howling  outside  and  the  freezing  rain  hitting  the  side  of  the  house.  The  more  time  that  passed  the  more 
we  realized  that  the  power  was  not  going  to  come  on  anytime  soon.  Questions  start  running  through  your  mind  at  this 
point.  What  if  it  gets  too  cold  in  the  house  and  the  pipes  freeze?  What  if  there  is  so  much  ice  on  the  car  and  van  that 
we  cannot  get  into  them  to  go  somewhere  safer?  What  if  we  leave  a  candle  lit  and  a  fire  starts?  What  about  all  of  the 
food  that  we  just  bought  and  put  in  the  refrigerator  and  the  freezer?  All  of  this  can  leave  a  person  with  a  lonely 
feeling.  Fortunately  Diane  was  there  with  me.  It  was  then  that  I  began  to  think  about  all  of  the  people  that  were 
without  power  that  did  not  have  someone  else  to  keep  him  or  her  company.  It  can  be  so  quiet,  lonely  and  frustrating 
to  be  alone.  It  is  a  feeling  that  I  can  relate  to.  It  is  the  same  feeling  I  had  when  Christ  was  not  in  my  life.  Now  I 
cannot  image  being  alone  like  that.  In  knowing  Jesus  I  know  that  whether  I  am  by  myself,  in  an  unfamiliar  place,  in  an 
uneasy  situation  or  even  down  as  far  as  someone  can  get  that  I  am  never  alone  and  through  Him  I  have  the  strength 
and  courage  to  face  whatever  is  before  me.  In  the  chorus  of  BarlowGirl's  song  never  alone  they  sing,  "So  I'll  hold  tight 
to  what  I  know  You're  here  and  I'm  never  alone."  If  we  just  hold  tight,  believe  that  God  is  always  by  our  side,  truly  we 
are  never  alone.

Just  as  this  Psalm  states,  God  is  our  safe  refuge  and  nothing  can  get  to  us  because  He  is  there.  That  is  a  comforting 
thought.  It  is  the  comfort  that  God  provided  that  answered  some  of  our  questions.  I  remembered  to  turn  a  water 
faucet  on  to  just  a  trickle  to  keep  the  pipes  from  freezing.  We  were  in  a  safe  place  so  even  if  the  car  and  van  get 
frozen  over  they  will  eventually  thaw.  The  only  candles  we  decided  to  light  were  in  glass  jars,  no  stick  candles  were 
used.  We  also  made  sure  not  to  leave  a  room  or  go  to  bed  without  making  sure  every  candle  was  out  which  wasn't 
too  hard  considering  how  dark  it  was.  Food  will  keep  in  the  refrigerator  and  freezer  for  up  to  24  hours  as  long  as  you 
keep  the  door  shut  so  when  we  needed  something  we  listed  out  everything  we  wanted  only  opening  and  closing  the 
door  one  time.  We  were  definitely  not  alone.  Not  only  did  we  have  each  other,  we  had  God  protecting  us. 

What  I  found  was  more  important  than  anything  else  was  to  pray  for  everyone  that  did  not  have  a  house,  with  or 
without  heat,  for  everyone  that  had  to  be  outside  in  the  storm,  for  those  whose  livelihood  was  threatened  by  the  storm, 
as  well  as  many  more  scenarios.  I  prayed  for  them  and  will  continue  to  pray  for  them.  Please  pray  for  them  too.
